Huge Granite Block 
For Lenin’s Statue 
Found in City Street 


LENINGRAD.—Erection of the gi- 
gentic statue to Lenin planned here

twenty-six foot figure, but the discov­ 
ery Just m ade of an immense granite 
block, which for fity years diverted 
traffic in one of the city’s business 
streets and then was buried by an in­ 
dustrious peasant, has solved the dif­ 
ficulty:

East Liverpool today offers two signs of the peace, progress 
and prosperity of the nation stressed in President Coolidge^ mes­ 
sage to congress yesterday—an optimistic message in which the 
American chieftain made a score of recommendations, ranging 
from the world court to tax reduction, and added the admonition 
that the best way to continue along this road is for Capitol Hill to 
refrain from spending sprees or drastic legislation. 
Just as the stock market, taking its cue from White House 
cheerfulness, developed a strong upward trend yesterday after­ 
noon, members of Christmas savings clubs, sponsored by two 
financial institutions here, were preparing to add to the prosperity 
of the community through the use of $236,173.97 for holiday shop­ 
ping, payment of taxes and insurance, overdue bills, etc. 
And pottery workers lead news dispatches from the forty- 
seventh annual meeting of the United States Potters’ association, 
In New York city, revealing that the trade’s demand during the 
last year had prompted the introduction of 21 new designs by man­ 
ufacturer*, including the adoption of an ivory shape by seven 
plants, thus indicating improvement in the ceramic business that 
bas been especially pronounced during the past three months. 
The healthy condition of the pottery business and the release 
of Christmas savings deposits at the beginning of December mean I 
much to the ceramic center. Steady employment is a factor in in- J 
creasing savings accounts and disbursement of savings in form of 
Christmas club checks helps business. And the savings dub plan 
and early holiday shopping movement go well hand in hand, for 
the saver with a fat check in his possession has little excuse for 
delaying his store visits until the last-minute rush. 
Checks for $76,000 mailed yesterday by one institution are 
In the hands of Christmas dub members today, while tomorrow 
depositors in another bank will receive $161,178.97. In all, 5,700 
savers, or one out of every four residents in the city, will place in 
circulation a total of $236,173.97.

Much has been said about the careless fanner who neglects 
his farm machinery, thus hastening its break-down and impairing 
its efficiency. Now listen to the tale of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, told by G. F. Lord in Chicago recently. 
That organization has found that 76 per cent of automobile' 
break-downs are caused by lack of lubrication or adjustment at 
the proper time. General neglect of cars results in thousands of 
accidents every year, involving human injuries and death. And 
finally, the chamber say*, the money loss to American automobile 
owners every year due to neglected lubrication and failure to keep 
up small adjustments reaches $400,000,000.

Highway Thieves 


Is it possible that automobile tourists believe fruit and vege­ 
tables cost the fanner nothing, that they “just glow” in abun­ 
dance on the farms?

It Is often the com­ 
monplace and the trivial that emerge j 
from triteness to become harbingers 
of tragedy. The fate of a nation, the 
success of -an enterprise, the result 
of a great struggle may all hang on 
the most minute triviality in .dally 
routine. 
To* whatever one may ascribe Hilt 
phenomenon—whether, as It is often 
said,'it Is the merest coincidence—It 
Is often the ability to foresee these 
trivial things and to gauge their worth

for success. 
Often, of course, their occurrence ll 
impossible to presage, but in mans 
cases this la done, as Is home out by 
history and the acts of leaders of men. 
Attention to this Is called by a re­ 
cent circumstance In Hungary. 
Tills 
state, horn in war’s travail, hat been 
IL*!"niggling In the throes of a new re- 
"publlcanlsm . Torf^lnternally h.v fac­ 
tional bitterness jind sick with poison* 
ous political complaints, it has be* 
come accustomed to strategems and 
coups d’etat. 
It has learned to face 
almost stoically, revolutionary turbu­ 
lence, and has been 'hardened to all 
the hatred that accompanies the rise 
of a new state. 
It has learned to ba 
extremely cautious, but something al­ 
most slipped past Its caution, the re­ 
gatta of which might have been a de­ 
ciding factor in the fate of Its pres­ 
ent government. 
Imperialists Usa Puzzle. 
Th# cross-word puzzle, lately a pop­ 
ular American diversion, was until a 
faw days ago a favorite Indoor sport in 
the land of the ancient Magyars. In­ 
nocently Its definitive sentences spoks 
of Egyptian ann gods, printers* meas­ 
ures, point* of the compass. Austra­ 
lian birds, ruminants and such, and In­ 
nocently the honest Hungarian* pon­ 
dered over them, even as their Amer­ 
ican friends had dona. 
The Hqrthy government, which Is la 
the ascendancy In Hungary, might have 
thought that there was remote possibil­ 
ity of treason in th* aggravatingly 
blank squares, but treason was there: 
The patterns of these Hungarian word 
posers, that ta, those that appeared 
In the opposition newspapers, were sa 
conceived as to convey royalist propa­ 
ganda of various sorts. The last one 
waved the flag for tbs monarchists by 
spelling out,' MLoag Live Otto."

Bismarck Used Trivialities. 
The master diplomatist. Bismarck, 
was more than attentive to trivialities. 
He concentrated on them. He did not, 
to be sure, make them his goal; ha 
made them^bls mean*.

attain his magnificent ends. 
When 
the diplomatists and statesmen of old 
Europe gathered he had no elaborate 
complication of words and complex 
plots to Are at them. 
His language 
was straight and to the point, and, ac­ 
cording to his commentators and bls 
own memoirs, he always told the trtfth. 
spills comparatively simple scheme 
-eras efficacious enough. 
When he told 
the truth his adversaries did not know 
whether or not to believe him. They 
usually expected something more com­ 
plicated or vague and«yead some other 
meaning into hi* words, which was ex- 
Avctly what he wanted them .to do. 
4 ^ Bismarck might have chosen the 
krosa-word puzzle, lf it had been the 
vogue, to start th* Franco-Pruasian 
war. 
As It wawiie used a telegraph 
blank. The Ems dispatch, as published, 
was highly Insulting, stung the nations!

Th# trivial may upset the ra'oet 
learned. There la that aged yarn about 
the astronomer and the monster In the 
sky.

‘Besides, nearly every dollar of the 
average family is spent before it is 
earned. 
It is mortgaged against in­ 
stallm ent purchases jq( everything from 
a dish pan to a motor car. The head of 
the family Is chronically dead broke. 
Ho seldom has enough money to buy 
a set of dishes at one time. He must 
buy it on tho installment plan or do 
without. 
Hence, 
the 
installment 
houses are gaining rapidly In the Jis* 
trlbutlon of dinner wares at the ex 
pense of the departm ent stores. The 
departm ent manager tries to get hack 
through feature sales of cheap sets on 
which he expects the factory to share 
his loss. This reacts by saturating the 
demand, and curtailing his distribution 
of better goods at a margain of protit. 
“Reports as to employment condi­ 
tions in the factories of our foreign 
competitors are conflicting and unre­ 
liable, but it is probably correct that 
In the German countries and In France 
they are fairly busy. The wages tu 
those countries, in Germany especial­ 
ly, are barely sufficient to keep body 
and soul together. In the British pot­ 
teries unemployment and short time 
w orking'have been general and quite 
serious for some years. 
They 
are 
worse today than they were a year 
ago. 
In August, twenty per cent, of 
the British pottery workers drew gov­ 
ernment doles under the unemplov- 
ment insurance plan, and in Septem­ 
ber fifteen per cent. The wages drawn 
by the British workers in September 
averaged the equivalent of nine dol­ 
lars per week in our money for more 
hours than American potteries are re. 
quired to work. 
"During last summer and early fail, 
in pursuance of an arrangem ent made 
at our convention of one year ago, the 
bureau of Labor Statistics of the de­ 
partm ent of L abor-made a study of 
wages, hours, earnings and working 
conditions prevailing In our industry. 
The tabulation of the results has been 
completed, and will be summarized 
in an article that will appear in the 
Labor Review to be ipsued early next 
week. 
I obtained a galley proof of 
that article, and had hoped to embody 
a condensed synopsis In this report, 
but am obliged to respect the request 
of Commissioner Stewart that the fig­ 
ures shall act be given publicity nntil 
after the December number of the 
Labor Review is circulated. The report 
in detail will be later published as a 
special bulletin, probably a sizable 
book, of the bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics. 
It will be interesting, and per- 
hapf-valuable, In our labor negotia­ 
tions In supplying wage data bearing 
the government stamp. 
Study of Wages. 
"The report employs the term ‘vit­ 
reous* and ‘semi-vitreous’ to distin­ 
guish the earthenware xpnd china pot­ 
teries, term s perhaps ae appropriate 
as. any other.

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KING TUT MARRIED 
WHEN BUT A CHILD 


Expert Thinks He Became 
Husband at Age of Five. 


New 
York.—That 
King Tutankh­ 
amen, who died in Egypt some 3.000 
years ago, was only fifteen year* old 
when hi* body was laid in hi* tomb in 
the Valley of the Kings, hag been defi­ 
nitely ascertained by Egyptologist*. 
The age of the dead pharaoh had 
been the basis for much speculation 
among those who uncovered the tomb 
near Luxor. 
Howard Carter, who was 
the chief assistant to the tate earl 
of Carnarvon in the work of excavat­ 
ing the tomb, had believed the youth 
was eighteen years old when he passed 
away, while others placed his age 
higher. 
When. however, the mummy was 
taken from ita golden human-shaped 
coffin and the wrappings about It were 
removed until the gofden-aheathed body 
came Into view, the experts, after an 
examination, established the age. 
Wears Crewe of Gold. 
On the head of Tutankhamen' was 
a tall crown ■ of gold. 
The hands 
were elapsed across the breast. 
On 
the side of tbe body were strapped 
two gold-hllted swords and two knives, 
the handles of which also were gold. 
Oq the breast golden stars were placed 
to mark the heart and lungs. 
Tutankhamen Inherited the throne 
of Khun-Aten through his marriage to 
that king’s third daughter, Ankh-nee* 
pa-Aten, 
afterward 
Ankh-ne*-amen, 
two years after her royal father had 
passed away. 
This was during the 
reign of the pharaoh, Saa-Nekbt. bls 
brother-in-law. 
Saa-Nekht la various­ 
ly estimated to have reigned 
from 
eight to sixteen years after this event 
before his death and the succession of 
Tutankhamen. The latter is estimated 
to have reigned from two to nine 
years. 
The former figure la Howard 
Cartel's and the latter Sir Flinders 
Petrie’s. 
Sir Flinder* ie a noted 
Egyptologist. 
Five When Married. 
Thus, IE Tutankhamen were fifteen 
years (rid at the time ef hts death be 
would have bomi only five years old 
when he married on the basis of the 
tower figure, while the larger figure 
would seem to be wide of the mark. 
five years of age for marriage ap­ 
parently to out.of lim with the cus­ 
toms of tbe royal houses of Egypt, for 
few. if any of tho pharaohs, married 
before the age of twelve. 
They did 
not become of age until sixteen years 
old. 
On tho female side It wa* different, 
some of tho princesses marrying when 
only one year old In order to asp ire 
rights of royalty for the husband. In 
Egypt royal descent passed through 
tbe daughter*. 
The finding of the high gold crown 
on tho head of Tutankhamen la a dis­ 
covery unique In archeology, as' also 
was the discovery of the swords at 
his aide and parts af the royal re­ 
galia, for despoilers and thieves usual­ 
ly ransacked royal tombs so thorough­ 
ly that generally the mummy wa* 
stripped to Its wrapping.

Peace, Progress and Prosperity 


East Liverpool today offers two signs of the peace, progress 


And prosperity of the nation stressed in President Coolidge’s mes­ 
sage to congress yesterday—an optimistic message in which the 
American chieftain made a score of recommendations, ranging 
from the world court to tax reduction, and added the admonition 
that the best way to continue along this road is for Capitol Hill to 
refrain from spending sprees or drastic legislation. 
Just as the stock market, taking its cue from White House 
cheerfulness, developed a strong upward trend yesterday after­ 
noon, members of Christmas savings clubs, sponsored by two 
financial institutions here, were preparing to add to the prosperity 
of the community through the use of $236,173.97 for holiday shop­ 
ping, payment of taxes and insurance, overdue bills, etc. 
And pottery workers read news dispatches from the forty- 
seventh annual meeting of the United States Potters’ association, 
In New York city, revealing that the trade’s demand during the 
last year had prompted the introduction of 21 new designs by man­ 
ufacturers, including the adoption of an ivory shape by seven 
plants, thus indicating improvement in the ceramic business that 
has been especially pronounced during the past three months. 
The healthy condition of the pottery business and the release 
of Christmas savings deposits at the beginning of December mean 
much to the ceramic center. Steady employment is a factor in in­ 
creasing savings accounts and disbursement of savings in form of 
Christmas club checks helps business. And the savings club plan 
and early holiday shopping movement go well hand in hand, for 
the saver with a fat check in his possession has little excuse for 
delaying his store visits until the last-minute rush.

Much has been said about the careless fanner who neglects 
his farm machinery, thus hastening its break-down and impairing 
its efficiency. Now listen to the tale of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, told by G. F. Lord in Chicago recently. 
That organization has found that 76 per cent of automobile^ 
break-downs are caused by lack of lubrication or adjustment at 
the proper time. General neglect of cars results in thousands of 
accidents every year, involving truman injuries and death. 
And 
finally, the chamber says, the money loss to American automobile 
owners every year due to neglected lubrication and failure to keep 
up small adjustments reaches $400,000,000. 
That startling sum is considerably more than the income tax 
reduction expected of congress. And it is needlessly lost money.

France’s Great Problem .

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 9.—The 
almost stationary 
figure 
which de­ 
notes tho population of France is the 
cause of serious concern to the m en

This figure, although It shows 
a negligible increase each year, is a 
stark warning thrown in the face of 
tho French people.

East Liverpool today offers two signs of the peace, progress 


Slid prosperity of the nation stressed in President Coolidge^ mes­ 
sage to congress yesterday—an optimistic message in which the 
American chieftain made a score of recommendations, ranging 
from the world court to tax reduction, and added the admonition 
that the best way to continue along this road is for Capitol Hill to 
refrain from spending sprees or drastic legislation. 
Just as the stock market, taking its cue from White House 
cheerfulness, developed a strong upward trend yesterday after­ 
noon, members of Christmas savings clubs, sponsored by two 
financial institutions here, were preparing to add to the prosperity 
of the community through the use of $236,173.97 for holiday shop­ 
ping, payment of taxes and insurance, overdue bills, etc. 
And pottery workers read news dispatches from the ^°rt> 
seventh annual meeting of the United States Potters’ association, 
in New York city, revealing that the trade’s demand during the 
last year had prompted the introduction of 21 new designs by man­ 
ufacturers, including the adoption of an ivory shape by seven 
plants, thus indicating improvement in the ceramic business that 
has been especially pronounced during the past three months. 
The healthy condition of the pottery business and the release 
of Christmas savings deposits at the beginning of December mean 
much to the ceramic center. Steady employment is a factor in in­ 
creasing savings accounts and disbursement of savings in form of 
Christmas club checks helps business. 
And the savings club plan 
and early holiday shopping movement go well hand in hand, for 
the saver with a fat check in his possession has little excuse for 
delaying his store visits until the last-minute rush. 
Checks for $75,000 mailed yesterday by one institution are 
in the hands of Christmas club members today, while tomorrow 
depositors in another bank will receive $161,178.97. 
In all, 5,700 
savers, or one out of every four residents in the city, will place in 
circulation a total of $236,178.97. 
And not all of this fund will find its way into the Christmas 
stocking, for bankers’ figures show that about 25 per cent go into 
permanent savings. 
This, too, is a sign of sanity. 


Costly Car Neglect 


Much has been said about the careless farmer who neglects 
his farm machinery, thus hastening its break-down and impairing 
its efficiency. 
Now listen to the tale of the National A u to m o b ile 
Chamber of Commerce, told by G. F. Lord in Chicago recently. 
That organization has found that 76 per cent of automobile 
break-downs are caused by lack of lubrication or adjustment at 
the proper time. General neglect of cars results in thousands of 
^tridents every year, involving truman injuries and death. 
And 
finally, the chamber says, the money loss to American automobile 
owners every year due to neglected lubrication and failure to keep 
up small adjustments reaches $400,000,000. 
That startling sum is considerably more than the income tax 
reduction expected of congress. 
And it is needlessly lost money. 


Highway Thieves 


Is it possible that automobile tourists believe fruit and vege­ 
tables cost the fanner nothing, that they “just glow” in abun­ 
dance on the farms? 
Some such queer notion as that seems to 
be the kindest way to explain the freedom with which passing mo­ 
torists turn vandal and help themselves to fruit from wayside 
orchards and vegetables from garden patches. 
According to an estimate of the New York State Farm 
Bureau federation, farmers in that state are robbed of more than 
$1,000,000 in produce a year, not by bandits or actual thieves, but 
by otherwise honest motorists who casually help themselves to 
what they like the looks of without offering to make amy compen­ 
sating payment. 
The situation has become so serious in New York that the 
farm bureau is organizing vigilance committees to protect various 
farm communities. 
Farmers in other states along well-traveled 
highways will be taking similar steps before long if the depreda­ 
tions continue. 
The individual motorist who excuses his own “petty pilfer­ 
ing" by the fact that there is so much that the little he takes won't 
u miobtd is making two bad mistakes.

American chieftain made a score of recom m endations, ranging 
from the world court to tax reduction, and added the ^monition 
that the best way to continue along this road is for Capitol Hill to 
refrain from spending sprees or drastic legislation. 
Just aa the stock market, taking its cue from White House 
cheerfulness, developed a strong upward trend yesterday after­ 
noon, members of Christmas savings clubs, sponsored by two 
financial institutions here, were preparing to add to the prosperity 
of the community through the use of $236,173.97 for holiday shop­ 
ping, payment of taxes and insurance, overdue hills, etc. 
And pottery workers read news dispatches from the forty- 
fcventh annual meeting of the United States Potters’ association, 
in New York city, revealing that the trade s demand during the 
Inst year had prompted the introduction of 21 new designs by man­ 
ufacturers, including the adoption of an ivory shape by seven 
plants, thus indicating improvement in the ceramic business that 
has been especially pronounced during the past three months. 
The healthy condition of the pottery business and the release 
of Christmas savings deposits at the beginning of December mean! 
much to the ceramic center. Steady employment is a factor in in- j 
creasing savings accounts and disbursement of savings in form of 
Christmas club checks helps business. 
And the savings club plan 
and early holiday shopping movement go well hand in hand, for 
the saver with a fat check in his possession has little excuse for 
delaying his store visits until the last-minute rush. 
Checks for $75,000 mailed yesterday by one institution are 
in the hands of Christmas club members today, while tomorrow 
depositors in another bank will receive $161,178.97. In all, 5,700 
savers, or one out of every four residents in the city, will place in 
circulation a total of $236,173.97. 
And not all of this fund will find its way into the Christmas 
stocking, for bankers’ figures show that about 25 per cent go into 
permanent savings. This, too, is a sign of sanity.

Much has been said about the careless farmer who neglects 
his farm machinery, thus hastening its break-down and impairing 
its efficiency. Now listen to the tale of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, told by G. F. Lord in Chicago recently. 
That organization has found that 76 per cent of automobile 
break-downs are caused by lack of lubrication or adjustment at 
the proper time. General neglect of cars results in thousands of 
accidents every year, involving human injuries and death. 
And 
finally, the chamber says, the money loss to American automobile 
owners every year due to neglected lubrication and failure to keep 
up small adjustments reaches $400,000,000. 
That startling sum is considerably more than the income tax 
reduction expected of congress. And it is needlessly lost money.

Find Royalist Propaganda 
Woven in Among the 
Black Squares. 


Washington.—It Is often, the conv 
monplaee and the trivial, the relative^ 
meaner things, which in times oi 
stress and crisis arise to glorinu* 
heights, and become, as It were. sacred 
things. Likewise. It Is often the com­ 
monplace and the trivial that emerge j 
from triteness to become harbingers 
of tragedy. The fete of a nation, the 
success of .an enterprise, the result 
of a great struggle may all hang on 
the most minute triviality In .daily 
routine. 
To whatever one may ascribe this 
phenomenon—whether, as It Is ofteo 
said, "It Is the merest coincidence—it 
Is often the ability to foresee these 
trivial things and to gauge their worth 
correctly 
that 
makes 
for 
success. 
Often, of course, their occurrence is 
impossible to presage, but in mans 
cases this is done. as is borne out by 
history and the acts of leaders of men. 
Attention to this is called by a re­ 
cent circumstance in Hungary. 
Thii 
state, bom In war’s travail, has been 
IL niggling In the throes of a new re- 
^pubilcanism. Torl^Internally h.v fac­ 
tional bitterness jind sick with poison­ 
ous political complaints, it lias be­ 
come accustomed to strategems and 
coups d’etat. 
It has learned to face 
almost stoically, revolutionary turbu­ 
lence, and has been 'hardened to all 
the hatred that accompanies the rise 
of a new state. 
It has learned to be 
extremely cautious, but something ai­ 
re s t slipped past its caution, the rw 
■nits of which might have been a de­ 
ciding factor in the fate of Its pres­ 
ent government. 
Imperialists Use Puzzle. 
The cross-word puzzle, lately a pop­ 
ular American diversion, was until a 
few days ago a favorite indoor sport in 
the land of the ancient Magyars. In­ 
nocently Its definitive sentences spoke 
of Egyptian san gods, printers’ meas­ 
ures, points of the compass. Austra­ 
lian birds, ruminants and such, and In­ 
nocently the honest Hungarians pon­ 
dered over,them, even aa their Amer­ 
ican friends had done.

The Hqrthy government, which Is in 
the ascendancy in Hungary, might have 
thought that there was remote possibil­ 
ity of treason In the aggravatingly 
blank squares, but treason was there. 
The patterns of these Hungarian word 
posers, that la, those that ’appeared 
In the oppoeltion newspapers, were ae 
conceived es to convey royalist propa­ 
ganda of various sorts. The leat one 
waved the flag for the mon arch late by 
spelling pat,* “Long Live Otto."

would have been the result bed the 
" Horth y government been more liberal 
Is, of course, speculative, but from 
precedent it appears that. for their own 
good they were wise.

looking wooden horse bring shoat the 
fall of Ilium when ten long yegrs of 
siege had failed, an asinine cross-word 
puzzle might easily overthrow a none- 
too-secuje Hungarian government. 
Bismarck Used Trivialities. 
The master diplomatist. Bismarck, 
was more than attentive to trivialities. 
He concentrated on them. He did not, 
to be sure, make them his goal; he 
made them ^hls means. 
The simple 
things in lift were what he used to 
attain his magnificent ends. 
When 
the diplomatists and statesmen of old 
Europe gathered he had no elaborate 
complication of words and complex 
plots to fire at them. 
His language 
waa straight and to the point, and, ac­ 
cording to his commentators and his 
own memoirs, he always told the truth. 
rfhts comparatively simple scheme 
-eras efficacious enough. 
When bs told 
the truth his adversaries did not know 
whether or not to believe him. They 
usually expected something more com­ 
plicated or vague andjread some other 
meaning into his words, which was ex- 
Avetly what he wanted them to do.

The wages la 
those countries, In G erm any especial­ 
ly, are barely sufficient to keep body 
and soul together. In the B ritish pot­ 
teries unem ploym ent and sh o rt tim e 
working have been general and quite 
serious for some years.

ago. 
In August, tw enty per cent. of 
the B ritish pottery w orkers drew gov­ 
ernm ent doles under the unemploy­ 
m ent Insurance plan, and In Septem ­ 
ber fifteen per cent. The w ages drawn 
by the B ritish w orkers in Septem ber 
averaged the equivalent of nine dol­ 
lars per week in our m oney for more 
hours than A m erican potteries are re. 
quired to work. 
“During last sum m er and early fall, 
In pursuance of an arrangem ent mad9 
a t our convention of one year ago, the 
bureau of Labor S tatistics of the de­ 
partm ent of Labors m ade a study of 
wages, hours, earnings and w orking 
conditions prevailing In our industry.

It has leu rued to face 
almost stoically, revolutionary turbu­ 
lence, and has been burdened to ult 
the hatred that accompanies the rise 
of a new state. 
It has learned to be 
extremely cautious, but something a1- 
Most slipped past Its caution, the re­ 
m its of which might have been a de­ 
ciding factor In the fate of Its pres­ 
ent government. 
Imperial lets Use Puzzle.

fall of Ilium when ten long yegrs of 
siege had failed, an asinine cross-word 
puzzle might easily overthrow a none- 
too-secuce Hungarian government.

There Ie that aged yarn about 
the astronomer and the monster In the 
sky.

In August, twenty per cent, of 
the British pottery workers drew gov­ 
ernment doles under the unemploy­ 
ment Insurance plan, and In Septem­ 
ber fifteen per cent. The wages drawn 
by the British workers in September 
averaged the equivalent of nine dol­ 
lars per week in our money for more 
hours than American potteries are re­ 
quired to work. 
"During last summer and early fall, 
in pursuance of an arrangem ent made 
at our convention of one year ago, the 
bureau of Labor Statistics of the de­ 
partm ent of Labors made a study of 
wages, hours, earnings and working 
conditions prevailing In our industry. 
Tho tabulation of the results has been 
completed, and will be summarized 
in an article that will appear in tha 
Labor Review to be Issued early next 
week. 
I obtained a galley proof of 
that article, and had hoped to embody 
a condensed synopsis in this report, 
but am obliged to respect the request 
of Commissioner .Stewart that the fig­ 
ures shall mot be given publicity until 
after the December number of the 
Labor Review is circulated. The report 
in detail will bo later published as a 
special bulletin, probably a sizable 
book, of the bureau of iJibor Statis­ 
tics.

The age of the dead pharaoh had 
been the basis for much speculation 
among those who uncovered the tomb 
near Luxor. 
Howard Carter, who wa* 
the chief assistant to the lute earl 
of Carnarvon in the work of excavat­ 
ing the tomb, had believed the youth 
wa* eighteen years old when he passed 
away, while others placed his aga 
higher. 
When. however, the mummy was 
taken from its golden human-shaped 
coffin and the wrappings about it were 
removed until the golden-sheathed body 
came Into view, the experts, after an 
examination, established the aga. 
Wears Crown of Gold. 
On the bead of Tutankhamen was 
a tall crown • of gold. 
The hands 
were elapsed across the breast. 
On 
the side of the body were stropped 
two gold-hiited swords and two knives. 
the handles of which also were gold. 
Oq the breast golden stars were placed 
to mark the heart and lungs. 
Tutankhamen inherited the throne 
of Khun-Aten through his marriage to 
that king’s third daughter, Ankh-neo* 
pa-Aten, 
afterward 
Ankh-nex-amen, 
two years after her royal father had 
passed away. 
This was during tho 
reign of tho pharaoh, Saa-Nekbt. bis 
brother-in-law. 
Saa-Nekht Is various­ 
ly estimated to have reigned 
from 
eight to sixteen years after this event 
before his death and the succession of 
Tutankhamen. The latter is estimated 
to have reigned from two to nine 
years. 
The former figure Is Howard 
Carter's and the latter Sir Flinders 
Petrie’s. 
Sir Flinders Is a noted 
Egyptologist. 
Fivs When Marrlsd. 
Thus, IB Tutankhamen were fifteen 
years old at the time of his death be 
would have boon only five years old 
when ho married on th* basis of the 
lower figure, while the larger figure 
would seem to be wide of the mark. 
Five years of age for marriage ap­ 
parently la out.of line with the cus­ 
toms of the royal houses of Egypt, for 
few. lf any of the pharaohs, married 
before the age of twelve. 
They did 
not become of ago until sixteen years 
old. 
On tho female side It was différait, 
some of the princesses marrying when 
only one .year old In order to acquire 
rights of royalty for the husband. 
In 
Egypt royal descent passed through 
the daughters. 
The finding of the high gold crown 
on tho heed of Tutankhamen Is a dis­ 
covery unique In archeology, as' also 
was the discovery of the swords st 
bis side and parts of tho royal re­ 
galia, for despoilers and thieves usual­ 
ly. ransacked royal tombs so thorough­ 
ly that generally the mummy was 
stripped to Us wrapping.

Expert Thinks He Became 
Husband at Age of Five. 


New 
York.—T hat 
King 
T utankh­ 
amen, who died in Egypt some 3.000 
yeurs ago, was only fifteen yearn old 
when his body was laid in his tomb In 
the Vsliey of the King*, h.-is been defi­ 
nitely 
ascertained 
by 
Egyptologists. 
The age of the dead pharaoh lur ti 
been the basis for much speculation 
among those who uncovered tile tomb 
near Luxor. 
Howard Curter, who wits 
the chief assistant to the lute curl 
of Carnarvon in the work o f excavat­ 
ing the tomb, had believed the youth 
was eighteen yes rs old when he passed 
sw ay, while others placed 
his age 
higher. 
When. however, the 
mummy 
was 
taken from its golden human-shaped 
coffin and the w rappings about It were 
removed until (he golden-aheuthed body 
came Into view, the experts, after an 
exam ination, established the age. 
Wears Crown of Gold. 
On the head of Tutankham en wits 
a 
tail 
crown of gold. 
The hands 
were elapsed serosa the breast. 
On 
the side of the body were strapped 
two gold-hllted sw ords and two knives, 
the handles of which also were gold. 
Or the breast golden stars were placed 
to mark the heart and lungs. 
Tutankham en Inherited the throne 
of Khun-Aten through his m arriage to 
that king's third daughter, Ankh nea- 
pa-Aten. 
afterw ard 
Ankh nen-amen, 
two years after her royal father had 
passed away. 
T his was during tho 
reign of the pharaoh, Saa-Nekht. his 
hrother-In-law. 
Saa-Nekht Is various­ 
ly estim ated to have reigned 
from 
eight to sixteen years after this event 
before his death and the succession of 
Tutankham en. Tho latter is estim ated 
to have reigned from two to nine 
years. 
The form er figure Is Howard 
C arter’s and the latter Sir Flinders 
Petrie’s. 
Sir 
Flinders Is 
s 
noted 
Egyptologist. 
Five When Married. 
Thus, IK Tutankhamen were fifteen 
years old at the time of his death he 
woald have been only five years old 
when be married on the basis of the 
lower figure, while the larger figure 
would seem to bo wide of tho mark. 
Five years of age for marriage ap­ 
parently Is out of line with the cus­ 
toms of the royal houses of Egypt, for 
few. If any of the pharaohs, married 
before the age of twelve. 
They did 
not become of age until sixteen years 
old. 
On the female side it was different, 
some of the princesses marrying when 
only one year old in order to acquire 
rights of royalty for the husband. 
In 
Egypt royal descent passed through 
the daughters. 
The finding of the high gold crown 
on the head of Tutankhamen Is a dis­ 
covery unique In archeology, ss also 
was the discovery of the swords at 
his side and parts of the royal re­ 
galia, for den pollers and thieves usual­ 
ly ransacked royal tombs so thorough­ 
ly that generally the mummy 
was 
stripped to its wrapping.

A Compilation made by the state 
board of control shows the e x p e n d ­ 
itures for maintaining the ll education­ 
al institutions under its control d in­ 
ing the fiscal year of 1925 were $1,901,- 
890.86. 
Of this sum, more than one 
million dollars was expended for West 
Virginia university. 
At each institution there is a board­ 
ing hall, hut the state bears no part 
of the expense of Its operation, except 
that the board of control buys the fur­ 
niture and equipment and pays for re­ 
pairs. 
Each boarding hull is operated 
on a self-sustaining basis, the cost be 
Ing apportioned among the patrons. 
The average number of patrons la com­ 
puted for the monthly reports.
